An attractive copy of what is arguably the best and certainly the most 
enduring work on American numismatics ever written. Sylvester Sage 
Crosby began gathering information for his magnum opus in the late 
1860s. Nominally the head of a committee of six appointed by the New 
England Numismatic and Archaeological Society to publish a work on 
early American coinage, he soon found himself alone in that pursuit. 
Not only was the research and composition of the work done almost 
entirely by Crosby, ultimately he also had to publish it. “It is truly the 
keystone to any library of American coinage.” — Eric P. Newman. A 
most interesting addition to the text is the Woodburytype plate com¬ 
piled and published by Dr. Edward Maris. This handsome plate was 
first offered in an April 1876 editorial announcement appearing in the 
American Journal of Numismatics: “Subscribers to the Early Coins of 
America, can obtain a plate of forty-eight varieties of Connecticut, 


Vermont and New Jersey 
coins, which are described 
but not illustrated in that 
book. The size of the plate 
is uniform with those in 
Mr. Crosby’s work.

50 cents.” Depicting coins 
from Mariss notable col¬ 
lection, the plate is useful 
for establishing pedigrees 
as well as being an impor¬

than 100 plates were originally prepared and today it is infrequently 
encountered. It has been suggested that Mariss intentions in publish¬ 
ing his plate were less than pure, and that a rivalry existed between 
Maris and Crosby from which this plate may have been derived as an 
act by Maris to “show up” Crosby by drawing attention to varieties 
not included by him. The presence of examples in copies of Crosby

A most important plated sale catalogue; rarely offered. It is especially 
noteworthy for Mougey’s outstanding collection of nearly 300 superb 
large cents, of which over 200 are depicted on the first twenty plates. 
The remainder of the plates depict rare colonial and American coins 
from half cents to double eagles. When the collection was sold, it was 
the property of William H. Woodin who had removed some of the 
gold rarities and silver dollars beforehand for his own collection. The 
remainder of the silver coins and choice large cents and half cents, how¬ 
ever, were offered intact. The plates were prepared by Edgar Adams and 
fifty illustrated copies were supposedly issued but, like so many other 
photographically illustrated safe catalogues of the period, the majority 
seem to have vanished into the ether. Only five or six have come up for 



safe in the past quarter cen¬ 
tury or more. Elder termed 
Mougey a “numismatic seer,” 
noting in the foreword to the 
catalogue that “He prized 
only those coins which were 
beautifully preserved, only 
the ones which turn out to 
be the most valuable to¬ 
day...

Elder considered Woodin to be “one of the pioneers among the collec¬ 
tors of American gold coins. He may, indeed, be the first collector of 
double-eagles.” The catalogue is extremely rare, with the remarkable 
photographic plates painstakingly executed by the multitalented Ed¬ 
gar Adams, one of the most prolific American numismatic research¬ 
ers and photographers of the early twentieth century Twenty copies 
were supposedly issued with plates but the whereabouts of far fewer 
are currently known. Only six appear to have come to sale in the past 
quarter century two of them in the 2004 Ford library sale. Our recent 
Baltimore auction, which offered an extraordinary ten plated Elder 
catalogues, did not include this sale. The first two plates depict rare 
American silver coins; the next three plates illustrate United States 
gold dollars and a few private issues; plates 6-8 depict quarter eagles; 
the next two plates are devoted to $3.00 pieces; plates 11-13 depict ea¬

The Deluxe Special Quarto Edition. A perplexing Elder production, 
rarely encountered as here with all 22 of the photographic plates origi¬ 
nally prepared. Often copies come with only one or two specialized 
sections of the plates; there are also at least three different varieties of 
the text; and even the prices realized list comes on regular and thick 
paper. Four of the superb photographic plates depict ancient Greek 
and Roman coins; nine illustrate English and European coins; one 
depicts American colonial coins; and the remaining eight plates il¬ 



lustrate American pioneer gold coins. While the overall condition of 
this copy leaves something to be desired, the saving grace is that the 
photographic plates were prepared in a smaller size than the catalogue 
and loosely laid in—resulting in their preservation in fine condition 
despite the wear experienced by the printed catalogue. A decent book¬ 
binder could improve this copy quite a bit. A well-known neurologist, 
Lawrence wrote a number of books on the topic. His coin collection 
was remarkably varied but is best known for its outstanding collection 
of California and other pioneer gold coins. Elder explains the reason 
for this predilection in his introduction: “The late Dr. George Alfred 
Lawrence was born at Lawrence, California, a settlement named for 
his ancestors, on June 6th, 1869. As California was the principal seat 
of the coinage of private gold issued between 1849 and 1855, it was 
natural that the Doctor should specialize in the American Private 
Gold Coinages.” Plated copies of the Lawrence catalogue have long 
been desirable and are rarely obtainable. Adams A+: “Biography of 
Lawrence.

Scarce. Over $11,000 in face value of United States gold coins from $1 
to $20, dated 1834-56 and apparently buried about the time of the Civil 
War, were unearthed by Jones and Grob in the cellar of a building in 
Baltimore on August 31, 1934. Poorly catalogued (condition, though 
apparently generally excellent, was described only as “fine” or “very 
fine” and no branch mint-marks are noted for the nearly 3,000 1849-56 
gold dollars in the sale), the hoard brought slightly under $20,000, most 
lots selling for little above bullion value. Only four coins were deemed 
worth of a note on rarity: a “very fine” 1856-0 $20 is termed VERY 
RARE; a “very fine” 1849-0 $10 is called RARE; inexplicably a “fine 
scratch on date” 1841 [1841-0?!] $5 is termed VERY RARE; and a 
“Fine” 1847-0 $5 is called RARE. Twenty-seven 1838-55 Charlotte half 
eagles and twenty Dahlonega half eagles, nearly all “Very Fine,” were in¬ 
cluded. Leonard Augsburger s Treasure in the Cellar tells the story of this 
remarkable hoard and its discovery Augsburger notes that 3,000 copies 
of the catalogue were printed.

In his prefatory remarks, Haseltine writes: “At a future time, if I should 
decide to issue a work upon this subject, each variety will be given a 
name to more easily distinguish it, and plates be given of those pieces 
that have but slight differences, in order that collectors could more read¬ 
ily determine them.” This work, of course, never came to fruition, and 
the “Haseltine Type Table Catalogue” served as the standard work on 
die varieties for over half a century. In truth, the descriptions are so 
detailed and meticulous that a separate work on the topic, apart from 
the addition of plates, would have been largely redundant. Three sepa¬ 
rate works were ultimately required to supersede it (Browning, Beistle 
and Bolender) and it was not rendered entirely obsolete until 1950. This 
copy belonged to the well-known collector J.N.T. Levick, and bears his 
annotations.

An original set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American 
numismatics ever published. The author relates in the introductory text 
“that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an 
account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it remained 
for Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the 
American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the Of¬ 
ficial Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch 
in our medallic history.” This is the second state of the first edition of the 
text, with a revised title page and with the eight pages of testimonials (one 
dated April 1879) bound in after the text. A resident of New York City, 
Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from the New- 
York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate 
idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of 
that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was also 
an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic research and, 
as the title suggests, was an inveterate “joiner.” Cleveland Amorys 1960 
Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubats fa¬ 
mous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club of New York. He had recently 
become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. 
Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits 
of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: 
“Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired 
why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. 
Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying 
for ten years to — her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke 
was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman 
and was expelled from the Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat 
was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after 
litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed through the Union Club 
door, though he lived until 1927. Clain-Stefanelli 15073*. Davis 631.

Baltimore coin dealer George Massamore (1845-98) remains a mysteri¬ 
ous contributor to U.S. numismatic history. He joined the Confederate 
Army at the age of 16 and remained in it for the duration of the con¬ 
flict, serving under Lieutenant General Richard Ewell, who commanded 
Stonewall Jackson’s 2nd Corps. Massamore’s later expertise in Confed¬ 
erate currency and abiding interest in the numismatic byproducts of the 
conflict suggest that his war memories remained with him. He entered 
the public numismatic sphere by cataloguing Baltimore’s first coin sale, 
held December 1, 1880, and consisting of duplicates from his own col¬ 
lection. His catalogues are decidedly scarce.

Without exaggeration, it was the 
most factor in the popularization of coin collecting in America until the 
appearance in 1946 of Richard Yeoman’s even more ubiquitous Guide 
Book of United States Coins.

He 
had at least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a 
then-gentile hobby; 2) he was located in Fort Worth, Texas, at a time 
when 95 percent of the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) 
Lilliputian in stature and colorless in terms of personality he adopted 
a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obvi¬ 
ously, Mehl did not realize that he was licked before he started. He just 
knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. From 
there, he took it one step at a time.” Mehl solved his problems with a 
massive advertising program, the likes of which had never been seen 
before in the numismatic community. His advertising in numismatic 
publications was fairly routine for a major dealer of the time though 
his direct mailings to coin collectors were extensive. Mehl’s advertising 
in the most popular national publications, however, was unparalleled. 
He became the most famous American coin dealer ever and did more 
to popularize coin collecting among the masses than any other person, 
before or since. Of his numismatic publications, Mehl’s ubiquitous Rare 
Coin Encyclopedia provided a steady source of income, his Numismatic 
Monthly deservedly brought respectability, and his series of auction sale 
catalogues spanning fifty years allowed him to handle far more than his 
share of the great American coin collections of the day. This sizeable 
group includes many of Mehl’s most important sales: indeed, 26 of the 
65 auctions present are rated A+, A or A- overall by Adams. Some of the 
most important include those of: B.W. Smith (1915); William Forrester 
Dunham (1941); Belden E. Roach (1944); William C. Atwater (1946); 
Frederic W. Geiss (1947); Will W. Neil (1947); King Farouk (1948 and 
1951) and others.

The less-impressive new 
publication was at first titled The Medal Collector Bulletin , causing the 
numbering to begin again with the Vol. 1, Nos. 1-3 (Jan.-Mar. 1954) is¬ 
sue. With the Vol. 2, No. 4 (April 1955) issue, the Bulletin fell off the title 
with little fanfare, with the publication reverting to its original title but 
causing confusion in the ranks of the bibliographically minded. If this 
were not enough, in 1958 it was apparently felt that having started again 
at Vol. 1 in 1954 had been a mistake, so the four volumes of the original 
series were added to the four so far published of the second series, mak¬ 
ing the 1958 volume Vol. 9 and the more OCD-ish among us clutch our 
heads. All told, there were several changes of name and format before 
the struggling periodical was safely treading water. It continues its exis¬ 
tence today as the Journal of the Orders and Medals Society of America. 
The longevity of the publication can be ascribed to the same attribute 
that made its early years difficult: its strict focus on orders, decorations 
and medals. Never among the most popular areas of numismatics, the 
earlier volumes are decidedly scarce. From the library of Joseph Copley;

A legendary rarity, and of enormous importance for colonial and state 
coinages, most especially the New Jersey coppers. Best known today 
for his seminal work on the New Jersey pieces, Maris also is cred¬ 
ited with the first serious works on the die varieties of 1794 U.S. large 
cents. The sale appears to have generated some controversy Maris is¬ 
sued a circular (laid into this copy) on May 15,1886, announcing that 
his collection was to be sold at the auction house of Stan. V. Henkels 
of Philadelphia. Maris writes in this circular that “The most impor¬ 
tant of the Colonials will comprise my entire collection of the coins of 
New Jersey This will include specimens, or copies of all known New 
Jerseys, of undoubted genuineness, together with some counterfeits 
of that period. Also, those which were struck over the Connecticut, 
Vermont, Nova Constellatio, English, Irish and French coppers; one 
in brass; one in a mixed metal; one with a small piece of silver in the 
plow handle; and many other pieces showing fracture of the dies.” 
In an unusual move, Maris catalogued his collection himself. This 
apparently irritated some coin dealers, who resented this intrusion 
onto their turf. The October 1886 issue of the American Journal of 
Numismatics reported that, “although the name of a New York dealer 
[Smith] was placed on the title page, that gentleman did ‘not own a 
single piece in it,’ and Dr. Maris was ‘driven to the necessity of placing 
it there by the attitude of other dealers, who protested against a col¬ 
lector cataloguing his own collection.”’ It is notable that Smith’s name 
appears only on the separately printed Preface, and not in the cata¬ 
logue itself (though some copies seen have “With the Compliments 
of H.P. Smith” printed on the title). Charles Davis, in his catalogues of 
the Champa library has suggested that it was the Chapman brothers 
who protested at Maris preparing his own catalogue, noting that they 
ceased holding their auction sales at Henkels shortly after this sale. 
Smith’s Preface acknowledges “material assistance from the owner, in 
the preparation of the Catalogue.” (There are also references through¬

out the sale referring to Maris in the third person, though these may 
have been written by Maris.) Smith discusses the issue of plated cata¬ 
logues, stating that “I have had 50 Catalogues made, containing six 
plates.” It is generally felt that far fewer than this were issued, as the 
number of surviving copies has been estimated as fewer than ten. The 
plates are outstanding artotypes, of superior quality to those in most 
sales of the period, and illustrate U.S. federal coins (mostly early sil¬ 
ver, large cents and half cents), pattern coins (including an impor¬ 
tant group of 1877 half dollars), and, of course, some of the most 
important New Jersey coppers (which take up the last two plates, and 
include the 21 -R not included in Maris’s masterwork, as well as others 
that Maris notes as being superior to those on his famous plate).

Eighteen of Charlie Steigerwalt’s generally scarce catalogues, which 
make for interesting reading.

on for thirty-three years, a coin dealership in the hamlet of Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, is pertinent testimony as to the character of the man.” 
Part of his ability to do this lies in his development of what he called 
the “distribution sale,” and which we would now call a mail-bid sale. 
These made his location less a limiting factor and was probably a key to 
his success. This lot includes the 1891 George Morris sale and the 1907 
W.S. Appleton sale, both rated A- by Adams; it also includes his massive 
1911 fixed-price catalogue, published during his final protracted illness.

In 1913, B. Max Mehl sold important 
selections from his collection, including 1884 and 1885 trade dollars 
and the Idler 1804 dollar; additional Granberg coins were sold in 
two 1919 Mehl sales. Pete Smith observes in American Numismatic 
Biographies that the “remainder of his collection was sold piecemeal 
to Woodin, Raymond and others.” This shotgun method of dispersal 
has deprived Granberg of much acclaim, though anyone perusing an 
illustrated example of this 1915 catalogue can scarcely disagree with 
Ogilvies assessment of his numismatic prowess.

While gold bullion is in demand, at a premium on its standard 
value, for the purpose of exportation as a remittance, instead of bills at 
the current exchange, no adequate inducement exists to bring it to the 
Mint, if its value can be otherwise satisfactorily ascertained. It is obvi¬ 


ous that, if coined and issued, under such circumstances, it cannot be 
retained in circulation.” The supply of silver and copper, on the other 
hand, were quite good. A brief table submitted by Mint Treasurer James 
Rush provides a breakdown of the coins struck during 1824, with three 
supplementary tables submitted by the Secretary of the Treasury, Wil¬ 
liam H. Crawford, and signed by Clerk Lund Washington, providing 
data on bullion supplies, copper supply, and the total value of the coins 
struck by the Mint since its establishment, with notes on wastage and 
the amount gained on copper.

An extremely rare auction catalogue featuring an important collec¬ 
tion of coins and medals of America, most notable for its photograph¬ 
ically printed illustration depicting what is now known as the Dexter 
specimen of the 1804 dollar. Not in the library of the American Nu¬ 
mismatic Society and, apparently, it had not been seen by Newman 
or Bressett when their classic work The Fantastic 1804 Dollar was 
published in 1962. The Lichtdruck illustration, produced through a 
process similar to a collotype, has been the source of much confu¬ 
sion through the years. The conjecture that the illustration was that 
of an electrotype of the Idler 1804 dollar is certainly mistaken. The 
1804 dollar depicted is clearly Type 1 without any signs of wear, con¬ 
sistent with the Dexter specimen, although the portion of the edge 
depicted [DOLLAR ** O] appears to be relatively distinct except for 
the second L and the R. Collotype or Lichtdruck illustrations, while 
of excellent quality, are photographically printed from plaster casts 
and, though the quality of detail is excellent, toning or proof surfaces 
are not apparent. This might account for the differences perceived by 
Ed Frossard when comparing it with the same coin sold in 1885 by 
the Chapmans, these “differences” apparently being the basis for the 
Idler electrotype theory. Nearly all European auction catalogues of 
the 19th century that include illustrations of coins provided those il¬ 
lustrations through collotypes or similar techniques based on plaster 
casts; American catalogues of the time period used a variety of pho¬ 
tographic printing techniques based upon photographs of the coins 
themselves. A lack of familiarity with collotype-illustrated catalogues 
led some American numismatists to suspect that Weyl didn’t even 
possess the coin in the question. (As an aside, we mention that the 
image of the coins edge lettering seems not to have been produced 
with the Lichtdruck technique, but with a more directly photographic 
technique, which may have been more appropriate for this type of 
image—possibly the first of its kind.) That such a rare American coin 
would appear in a German auction is not as unlikely as it might ini¬ 
tially appear to be. During this time period, the Weyl firm made a 
specialty of offering important collections of iiberseeischer Miinzen, 
often featuring extensive selections of North, Central and South 
American coins, tokens and medals. The famous 1879 Fonrobert sale, 
for example, featured over 6,000 lots of North American coins, to¬ 
kens and medals and several thousand Central and South American 
lots. In addition, while the 1804 dollar stands out, the American coins 
in the sale clearly formed a meaningful collection. The assertion the 
Chapman brothers might have “laundered” this coin also needs reas¬ 
sessment. It is true that the Chapman brothers regularly traveled to 
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Europe to attend major coin auctions and Samuel Hudson is known 
to have participated in archaeological excavations there. Indeed, John 
W. Adams has speculated that S.H.’s “summer-long ‘research’ trips to 
the continent” may have been a factor in the breakup of the brothers’ 
partnership. Thus, it would appear to be quite possible that the col¬ 
lection was viewed by the Chapmans sometime during the summer 
of 1884 (nearly a year elapsed between the June 9-14, 1884 sale of 
the Warner collection and their next sale, the May 14-15, 1885 sale 
featuring the “Weyl” dollar, in which sale a number of other Weyl 
acquisitions were also offered). If the coin was indeed “planted,” the 
Chapmans may still be prime suspects but it is also possible that an¬ 
other American dealer or source near the Mint placed it since a num¬ 
ber of other coins in the sale appear to be consistent with the Mint’s 
early sub-rosa collector marketing programs. Weyl termed the 1804 
dollar in the sale “tadellos, noch nicht im Verkehr gewesen” (flaw¬ 
less, uncirculated), going on to comment on the similarity of the coin 
to the Cohen specimen and the quality of the edge lettering “Genau 
mit der Abbildung der im Jahre 1875 zu New-York versteigerten No. 
535 der Collection Cohen ubereinstimmend; Randschrift jedoch auf 
vorgliegendem Exemplar nur schwach ausgepragt.” No reference is 
made to the choice Sanford 1804 dollar sold the year before Cohen’s, 
perhaps a ploy to accentuate the superiority of the Weyl coin over 
the Cohen dollar. This is only the second example of this catalogue 
that we have offered at auction (though we have sold one other copy 
privately). A copy deriving from the library of the Antiquarian and 
Numismatic Society of Montreal (probably having been part of the 
library of Robert Wallace McLachlan, which was transferred to the 
Chateau de Ramezay in 1922) was sold in the 14th Kolbe/Spink sale 
in 1995. The present example had been part of the library of Ken¬ 
yon Painter and was acquired by the current owner from a general 
bookseller in the American Southwest. Interestingly, all three copies 
we have handled have been removed from previous bindings (this 
example includes the first leaf of Weyl’s next catalogue, not included 
in the pagination above). A fabled rarity, of considerable historical 
and numismatic importance.

“Of the 
deposites,” it notes, “a large portion was made under the act of February 
9, 1793, which requires that all foreign gold and silver coins, (except 
Spanish milled dollars, and parts of such dollars,) which shall be re¬ 
ceived for moneys due to the United States, shall, previously to their 
being issued in circulation, be coined anew.” Rare: the first copy we have 
offered in many years.
